I've always liked tube type keyers. But my collectin is small 
including only, until now, a Mon-Key and a Hallicrafters TO keyer. 


I recently acquired an Auto-Mate 5/50 keyer via eBay. I'd never seen 
one before. It took a bit of work to get it going - the replacement 
of the filter caps, 2 bad 12AU7s, the keying relay and the NE2 in the 
relaxation oscillator for the side tone - but it now works. See the 
pix below.

Your best bet for this application is the crystal (ceramic) 
ear plugs from www.mouser.com for about 2 buck a pop. 
Install a 47k-100K resistor in parallel to provide a proper 
DC load for the detector. They're about as sensitive as a 
good 2000-ohm magbnetic head set. 


Contact me directly about the "Den-2 Crystal Radio" design. 
Or check my website for general crystal set stuff. I 
found that 10-year-old fingers don't work all that well and 

they anc make spiderwebs easier than solenoids.

Actually you could get by with 8 "pair". I received the official Cub 
Scour Crystal Radio kit back in the mid'50's, which started my on 

my career in electornics. It used a single receiver, not a complete 
headset with two receivers and a headband, the R-14 receiver, 


part of the HS-23 headset, which would have been dirt cheap 
in military surplus back then. 


Although it would have only been 600 ohms, I found the telephone 
operators headset to be much more sensitive than the military 
surplus headsets when used with crystal sets. Navy sound powered 
phones are now considered the most sensitive headsets, I understand.

I built a transmitter with that VFO back in the mid-60's... The way it's 
shown in the schematic on the application sheet, the stability is going to 
be pretty rotten. 

Here is my experience with it (and a couple of my friends' who also used 
that VFO as a foundation for their transmitters). 

Don't use 400 V on the VFO if you intend to drive only one or two 807's or 
6146's - reduce it to 350 V. With 400 V on the 6L6 it'll 1 drive an 813. 
You definitely have to connect a drive control pot in the screen grid of the 
6L6 the way the schematic shows 

Don't use the dropping resistor the schematic shows to feed the 6J5 
oscillator. Use a VR-150 regulator tube to feed it (terminal 7). 

This way the VFO is reasonably stable after a warm-up period, the components 
don't overheat from dissipation. 

To test the VFO, just keep the drive control pot down on minimum voltage on 
the 6L6 screen and listen to it on a receiver. The VFO is not intended to 
work directly into a low impedance load such as an antenna or a dummy load. 


At the present time I own a Geloso 222 TR transmitter which uses the 4/104 


VFO (6CL6 and 5763 tubes), driving a 6146, modulated by a pair of P-P 807's. 
This VFO has an OA-2 regulator feeding the oscillator plate. The stability 
equals to any other transmitter of the same vintage.
